The bill comprises more than 200 
pages, but the scanter already lias 
succeeded in having it read by utiliz­ 
ing odd hours, and tuns has put a large 
and important part of the work of 
consideration to the rear. 
I here will 
be an effort made to get through the 
bill providing for the compensation 
of American fishermen whose vessels 
were seized previous to the arbitration 
of 1893. This measure is in the hands 
of Senator Fulton, who will press it as 
an aet of justice to mon who he thinks 
have been discriminated against. 
The pure food bill will remain in 
the background for the present, not 
because the friends of that measure 
have abandoned It, but because they 
consider that its chances will be im­ 
proved by not pressing for immediate 
consideration. 
They have been as­ 
sured by thu Republican leaders that 
the bill shall have first place on the 
calendar,

appropriation 
bills, after the statehood bill is dis­ 
posed of, and therefore they will not 
antagonize the statouood bill for the ;

Before a joint session of the 
house and

w as formally inducted into the office 
o f 
lieutenant 
governor. 
From 
the 
senate chamber a procession in which 
Btate 
officers 
and 
m em bers of the 
general assem bly Joined moved to the 
main corridor of the capitol, where 
the 
inaugural 
exercises took 
place, j 
Kev. W. D. Cole, of Lafayette. Govern­ 
or Hanly’s pastor, led in prayer after 
which 
Governor 
Durbin 
spoke 
as 
follows: 
“ As a mere lad more than forty 
years ago 1 heard my country’s call 
to duty and marched with the thous­ 
ands upon thousands of young men 
whom Indiana for the flag's sake sent 
out upon 
the 
battk'fleld 
to uphold 
the state's good name and to preserve 
the Union. 
Seven years ago there 
cam e another sum mons to public ser­ 
vice and with a regiment whose ranks 
w ere largely filled by Indianians of 
another generation. I answered the 
call of the state and country that is the 
common object of our loyalty and love. 
In 1900 the people of Indiana called 
me to the place of chief executive, 
and, in the same spirit in which I 
took the volunteer’s oath of allegiance, 
standing at this very spot four years 
ago, I swore to bear as well as I knew 
how the burden that obligation laid 
upon me. 
I said that day: “My sole 
ambition is to make a record as gov­ 
ernor that will have the approbation 
of those who have entrusted their in­ 
terests to my care and

enduring monument w’hen the history 
of my administration shall have been 
w ritten.’’
